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City Council 
Adopts *2.2 Million 
“Balanced Budget 


The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday approved a $2.2 million 
balanced budget for 1975-76. 

The budget as originally proposed 
called for $2.1 million in projected 
expenditures. But even after 
$116,000 in additions the budget still 
tas $414,399 in reserve funds. 

This reserve represents 25 per 
cent of total revenues available to 
the city. 

“It looks good,”’ 
Manager Art Simonian. 

Additions to the original budget 
include funds for a revised police 
contract with Brea, $2,000 for 
bicentennial activities and promo- 
tion, $30,000 for a stop light at Yorba 
Linda and Fairmont and funds to 
refurbish city hall. 

Increased recreational facilities 
such as drinking fountains and 


said City 


lighting at various parks were also 
approved by the council. 

The council also voted to look into 
park development for the city but on 
a smaller scale than originally 
proposed. 

A consulting firm will be asked to 
study design and development of the 
Valey View and Palm Avenue park 
sites along with adjacent school park 
sites. 

Initial plans had tentatively called 
for a study of the complete system of 
parks in Yorba Linda. 

But ffimancial considerations 
pushed the council to limit the 
number of parks under study. 

Initial feeling was that a park bond 
election necessary to fund develop- 
ment of new parks would not pass in 
“‘these poor economic times’’. Thus, 
the $20,000 consulting fee to 


develop a complete park picture 
might best be spent elsewhere. 

But Councilman Rudolph Castro 
said he was not willing to give up on 
the bond issue. 

**I think we should go ahead with 
some consultation,’’ Castro said. ‘‘It 
would give us some up-to-date 
information. I know it is a hard 
decision to make.’’ 

Councilman Whit Cromwell 
countered that the recent school tax 
increase defeat proved the mood of 
the electorate. 

However, amidst talk to postpone 
the park issue for another year, the 
revised agreement was finally 
reached. 

Simonian told the Star that only 
three cities in Southern California 
have managed to pass park bond 
elections in the last year.

Mayor Carolyn Ewing said even if 
a park bond was not placed on the 
November ballot it was important for 
the city to look into the matter of 
providing open spaces. 


‘‘We’re looking at the property 
we're purchasing,’’ she said. ‘‘We 
want general design criteria now 
instead of detailed design.’’ 


In other actions the board voted to 
cut funds for the Yorba Linda 
Chamber of Commerce from $12,000 
to $10,000 per year. Simonian said 
the chamber was getting to be more 
self-supporting now and did not 
need the additional funding. 

The city will still pay the chamber 
$4,200 a year to maintain Nixon 
Park. The funds cover grounds 
maintenance as well as general 
upkeep.

The Yorba Linda City Council 
Monday appointed Howard Eriksen 
to the planning commission. 

Erikson will fill the unexpired 
term of Douglas Launer who 
resigned from the commission for 
personal reasons, according to 
Vincent Bautista, associate planning 
commissioner. 

The new appointee lives on 
Heather Way in Yorba Linda and is 
employed by Pacific Telephone as a 
senior engineer. 

Bautista said he looked forward to 
working with Eriksen and _ is 
particularly pleased the commission 
once again has five members.

8% Increase 


More than thirteen hundred 
individuals living in Yorba Linda will 
receive an eight per cent increase in 
their social security monthly checks 
according to Claude E. Taggart, 
district manager of the Anaheim 
social security office. 

The increase, totaling over 
eighteen thousand dollars for Yorba 
Linda residents, will appear in the 
social security checks received in 
July for the month of June. 

This is the first time the automatic 
cost of living provisions for social 
security recipients has gone into 
effect, said Taggart. He requested 
all those who do not receive the raise 
in the July check to contact their 
local social security office as soon as 
possible. 


Democrats 
Enter New Fund 
Raising Venture 


Orange County Democrats have 
expanded a _ two-year-old fund- 
raising effort that will initially net 
about $32,000 for 1976 party 
activities through small contribu- 
tions. 

The larger scale ‘‘Volunteers in 
Action’’ (VIP) will begin in the 35th 
State Senate District and eventually 
spread to other districts, Gary 
Draper, chairman of the district area 
program, at a press luncheon. 

The 35th Senate District includes 
Yorba Linda and Placentia as well as 
Fullerton, Anaheim, La Habra, Brea 
and Orange. 

The program is directed at 
enrolling about 200 donors who will 
make regular monthly contributions 
to the party, Draper said. 

Officials said contributions can be 
enrollees bank 
accounts and rangefrom three to $10 
a month. 

Supervisor Ralph Diedrich was 
the first to enroll in the 35th Senate 
District with a $10 monthly pledge. 

Richard J. O’Neill, chairman of 
the Southern California and Orange 
County Democratic Party said the 
program would eventually ‘‘get the 
average citizen to take more note of 
local politics and strengthen the 
party system.”’ 

One weakness of Democratic 
candidates has been a lack of 
support from their own constituents, 
O'Neill added. 

O'Neill also acknowledged recent 
laws restricting} amounts of 
individual donations hastened ex- 
pansion of the program.

Teachers Say No To 
PUSD Pay Proposal 


Negotiations between teachers of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
and trustees of the PUSD board, 
entered a long, hot summer this 
week, as teachers overwhelmingly 
rejected the salary-benefit package 
offered them with an 86 per cent 
negative vote. 

The act threw negotiations past 
the closing of school, into 
September, when the district’s 665 
teachers, 570 represented by the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
iation, are next expected to be 
available for any possible tally. 

Taking up, by ‘far, the largest 
segment of the district’s $20.5 
million budget this year, the salary 
offer made to the teachers included a 
S per cent across the board raise; the 
teachers’ usual step raises for length 
of time employed; a $600 a year 
benefit package, inclusion of an 
additional step raise and two-thirds 
of any new appropriations that 
might be forthcoming from the state 
legislature to aid financially- 
troubled schools. 

Teachers labeled the last bequest 
of the board as two-thirds of nothing 
and had also assumed a posture of 
looking to see if there is not more 
money availabie in the budget than 
has been offered them. Teachers 
have requested a 12.7 per cent pay 


increase against the board’s S per 
cent offer. 

Trustee John Balducci, temporar- 
ily in charge of the PUSD board’s 
regular meeting Monday night, with 
president, Dr. William Yates out of 
the city and vice ptesident Salvador 
Zavala temporarily detained, re- 
minded teachers: representatives 
that only a two-per cent raise for 
teachers had actually been isolated 
in budget monies with the other 3 
per cent still to be located. 

“I'd like to see this settled and not 
carried on all summer,’’ Balducci 
told teachers representatives. 

The district’s 540 classified

Schools Launch Severe 


Cutbacks In Programs

Broad cuts in the areas of 
transportation, staffing and class 
sizes were made by the Yorba Linda 
Elementary Schoo] District Board of 
Trustees Thursday when they 
adopted a tentative budget for 
1975-76. 

The cuts were necessitated by 
failure of the recent tax override 
election to pass. 

Cut from the budget are seven 
teaching positions and all athletic 
coaches and referees. Four cus- 
todian and maintenance positions 
budgeted for Linda Vista Elemen- 
tary school were also eliminated. 

Prior to the unsuccessful school 
revenue limit election May 27, a 
green sheet listing possible budget 
reductions was sent to every home in 
the district. The budget committee, 


, ageording to assistant superinten- 


dent of schools J. Elton Patridge, 
followed the green sheet in deciding 
which \programs to cut. 

Next school year, Patridge said, 
junior high school classes will 
contain an average of 29.04 pupils 
while elementary classes _ will 
average 30.17 students. Some 
classrooms will be cleaned only 
twice a week, but restrooms and 
lunch areas will be cleaned daily. 


Punds allowing teachers and staff 
to attend professional conferences 
have been cut substantially and the 
money re-allocated to purchase 
instructional supplies. 

All instructional aid positions not 
funded by the state or federal funds 
have been eliminated and the 
Instructional Media Center teacher 
has been reassigned to classroom 
duty. 

Field trips and junior high athletic 
trips have also been eliminated. In 
another effort to save money on 
transportation, acceptable walking 
distances for students have been 
increased. Next year, according to 
the tentative budget, kindergarten 
through third graders will walk one 
mile to school, while fourth through 
eighth grade students will walk a 
mile and one half. 

Faced with- the option of total 
elimination of bus service, Patridge 
called the new distances, ‘‘a more 
creative way to save on transporta- 
tion.”’ 

Summer school field trips were 
also eliminated from the tentative 
budget, but were reinstated by the 
Board in an effort to avoid further 
reductions in summer school ADA. 

Action on a proposed five and one 
half hour school day was delayed by 


the board pending further study of 
transportation costs. Under the new 
schedule, junior high students 
would be dismissed at 1:30 p.m. and 
first through sixth graders would 
end classes at 2 and 2:30 p.m. 

Speaking from the audience, first 
grade teacher Arloah Artingstall 
said, ‘‘Perhaps the parents are 
going to have to be more creative 
also, if the children are to arrive 
home earlier.’’ 

Saying that ‘‘any cut in present 
junior high program will cause 
children to suffer,’’ instructor Jerry 
Knowles called upon the Board to 
‘demonstrate the concern for 
children they have stated as policy in 
the past.”’ 

Knowles suggested that the board 
continue double sessions, do not 
open Linda Vista, delete transporta- 


. tion and verify all income..and 


expenditures. 

Another teacher, Ken Sparks, 
opposed ‘‘overloading.’’ ‘‘If we take 
away creative learning in the 
classroom, the students don’t have 
much left,’’ he said. 

The trustees will study the 
proposed budget cuts further during 
a work session scheduled for 5:30 
p-m. May 27. The regular Board of 
Trustees meeting will follow at 7:30. 


New Paramedic Unit 


Begins To Serve YL

The California Division of 
Forestry (CDF) County Paramedic 
Unit will be a common sight in town 
as of Friday, June 13 when the unit 
of six paramedics was officially 
installed. At the fire station in Yorba 
Linda, a brief ceremony included 
state and county officials and 
councilmen from Yorba Linda and 
Placentia. 

Deputy Chief Barritt Neal 
welcomed a crowd of about 50 Yorba 
Linda residents, commenting on the 
overall training paramedics receive- 
over 1000 hours intensive instruc- 
tion at the Orange County Medical 
Center. 

He said they now handle 
emergency medical care from the 
onset of severe illness or accident 
throughout every crucial moment 
thereafter until ‘the patient is 
delivered to the professional care of 
a physician. 

The red van is equipped to serve a 
population of 60,000 to 70,000 and 
will cover Yorba Linda and 
un-incorporated areas adjacent to 
the city. 

Starting July 1, by vote of 
Placentia City Council, they will also 
serve Placentia. 

During the ceremony Neal 
introduced the Mayor of Yorba 
Linda, Carolyn Ewing and council- 
men from both cities, including Art 
Simonian, YL city administrator and 
Whit Cromwell, YL councilman. 

Senator James E. Whetmore and 
M. Roy Knauft, district representa- 
tive for Charles E. Wiggins also 
attended. 

Orange County Supervisor, Ralph 
A. Diedrich, chairman of the Beard 
of Supervisors and of the third 
district, gave a wrap-up of the 
county’s paramedic program as it 
now stands. 

“The installation of this fourth 


unit is one act the board can look up 
to. In the past, cost has been a 
problem along with controversies 
with some cities not having enough 
population to get the service,’’ he 
said. 

To date, Orange County now has 
three other paramedic units located 
at Leisure World, Tri Cities and 
Tustin. The locations, according to 
Christine Galanis, information

County, are now providing coverage 
in all areas of the county. 
Paramedic progtams are also in 
operation in Fullerton, La Habra, 
Garden Grove, Huntington Beach, 
Orange, Santa Ana and Tustin.

Linda comes from a property tax 
applied to the city, according to Art

Kissinger’s apparent determination to play ‘‘let’s make a deal’’ over the 
Panama Canal that a Senate resolution (No. 301) by Sen. Strom Thurmond, 
reaffirming U.S. sovereignty over the canal, now has 35 co-sponsors, 
enough to block ratification of any new treaty. 

Here’s the background: in 1903, shortly after Panama declared itself a 
republic, the United States entered into a treaty, acquiring sovereignty over 
the land through which the Panama Canal was to be dug and operated. In 
exchange, the United States agreed to pay Panama an annuity for its loss of 


revenue from the Panama Railroad. 


In a 1907 decision, the U.S. Supreme Court reaffirmed U.S. sovereignty 


over the zone. 


On Oct. 11, 1968, the Marxist-dominated military of Panama overthrew 
the government of anti-Communist President Arnulfo Arias and prevented 
newly elected President Max Del Valle from taking office. 

The next day, the military (working closely with the Communist Party of 
Panama) shut down Congress, abolished all political parties except the 
Communist, began censoring news media and removed the peoples’ civil 


rights. 


That done, they began a steady drumbeat of propaganda (abetted by the 
Soviet press) to achieve their aim of ‘‘Panamanianization’’ of the canal. 
This, too, was in line with Soviet objectives: disruption of U.S. maritime 
supply lines and ultimate Soviet control of the world’s waterways. 

The de facto dictatorship of Gen. Omar Torrijos has tried, in recent years, 
to implant the ideas that the Canal Zone is really Panamanian territory and 
the U.S. presence represents ‘‘colonialism.”’ 

Torrijos & Co, have clamored for a new treaty whose aim would be 
surrender of U.S. sovereignty. They overlook the fact thet Panama’s own 
constitution makes their ratification of such a treaty illegal. 

On June 23 last year, the de facto envoy of Panama to Washington told a 
U.S. television audience that if treaty negotiations were not successful 
*‘there will be no canal for nobody, not for us, not for the United States, not 


for the world.’’ 


Kissinger apparently took the sabotage threat seriously. 

Though he isn’t talking about it, he is reported to be studying plans to turn 
over the Canal Zone’s police and fire protection and postal service to 
Panama, the idea being that this will somehow damp down the anti-U.S. 


campaign. 


Though transfer of police, fire and postal services alone may seem like a 
mild move, it has serious implications for the future operation of the canal. 
Police and fire protection would be. essential in the event of civil 
disturbances or sabotage. In the matter of postal services U.S. citizens in the 
zone would have their mail subjected to monitoring by Marxist Lt. Col. 


Manuel Noreiga, Panama’s G-2. 


If Kissinger were to put together such a deal as a prelude to a new treaty, 
it's likely U.S. citizens rapidly would leave the zone. 
Their presence there is vital. Keeping the canal open and operating is a 


difficult and exacting job as it is. 


It is hard to believe that partial Panamanianization of the Canal Zone 
wouldn't lead to its loss to the United States, for both commerce and military 
security purposes. The U.S. Department of Commerce estimates that the 
loss of the canal would mean a 71 per cent increase in average annual 
consumption of fuel by carriers of U.S. foreign trade; a 31-day increase in 
average shipping time; a $923 million annual increase in the total delivered 
price of exports; and a $583 million annual increase in the total delivered 


price of all imports. 


Our treaty with Panama granted us the Canal Zone in perpetuity. Giving 
that up would make about as much sense for us as it would for the USSR to 
invite the U.S. 6th Fleet to roam at will around the Black Sea.

employees, however, accepted the 
wage offer proffered them, includ- 
ing the S per cent salary boost. 

Also included in the successful 
transaction was the offered 66 per 
cent of any additional money which 
may come from the state through a 
state legislature inflation bill to be 
applied to fringe benefits. 

Each fulltime PUSD employee 
now receives $600 annually to be 
applied to insurance or annuity 
plans of the employee's choice. 
Trustees expressed the wish for any 
additional money that may become 
available to be applied toward health 
insurance in an effort to reduce the 
premiums, Superintendent of 
Schools, John O. Tynes, the board’s 
negotiator explained. 

*“We are very pleased that the 
district's classified employees ac- 
cepted the offer,’’ Tynes stated. 
“‘We have made every effert to 
provide a fair salary schedule and 
the offer made was as high as we 
could go with the funds available in 
the budget.”’ 

Classified employees, all those 
except teachers, are represented by 
the Placentia chapter of California 
School Employees Association. 

Other negotiated issues won by 
the classified group includes upward 
adjustments of salary for night 
custodians, an additional five 
vacation days for employees with 20 


years of service and payment of 
health insurance premiums for 
employees choosing to retire at age 
38. 

“The negotiating committee 
wishes to express thanks to the 
board’s representative (Tynes) and 
the director of classified personnel, 
Roger Scott, for their assistance and 


cooperation throughout negotia- 
tions,’” Rose Mary Bordwell, 
chairperson of the classified 


negotiating team reported. 

‘‘Though there were moments of 
disagreement, the atmosphere has 
always been one of openness, 
honesty and willingness to listen. 
We feel that items of agreement are 
positive and fair.’’ 

Tynes commended the classified 
employees and their negotiators for 
continued support and professional- 
ism throughout the negotiations. 

Mrs. Barbara Steinberger, as- 
suming her seat as president of the 
teachers’ PUEA said that the 
teachers have instructed their 
negotiating council to continue to 
meet with the trustee board’s 
representatives throughout the 
summer to *‘seek a more acceptable 
salary-fringe benefit package.” 

The membership is scheduled to 
meet early in September ‘‘to 
continue the board’s proposals,’ 
Mrs. Steinberger reports. ‘‘A 
further course of action will be 
planned at that time.’’

The Placentia-Yorba Linda Aztec 
Football Team has been officially 
recognized as a national champion- 
ship team by national headquarters 
of Pop Warner Youth Football. The 
Aztecs are a member team of 
Placentia-Yorba Linda Pop Warner. 

The Aztecs were ranked fifth in 
the nation among 5800 teams in their 
age and weight category. The Aztecs 
are in the Midget Division of Pop 
Warner Football which consists of 
boys 11-13 and who weigh between 
85 and 120 pounds. 

Officials of Pop Warner in 
Philadelphia said that athletically 
the Aztecs were the number one 
team in the nation with an 11 win 
zero loss record and having only 12 
points scored against them. 


Scholastically the Aztecs were rated 
eighth in the nation of the 5800 
teams. Since the ranking system is 
based on SO percent football ability 
and SO percent scholastic ability, the 
Aztecs by total points were fifth in 
the nation overall according to 
national headquarters. 


According to officials in Philadel- 
phia this is a tremendous 
accomplishment on the part of the 
young Aztecs.

Simonian, city administrator, and 
“that includes the cost for the 
paramedic unit. Yorba Linda 
citizens presently pay 39 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation for this 
(total fire protection) service.”’ 

The new unit will be in constant 
radio contact with St. Jude Hospital, 
the base hospital, and with Placentia 
Linda and Canyon General--both 
receiving hospitals. 

Carmon Johnson, captain of 
Yorba Linda team, said the medical 
runs are free--‘‘even the hospital 
has to treat regardless of whether 
the patient is indigent or not. 
Ambulance companies also must 
cooperate.”’ 

The paramedic van, he added, has 
ninety per cent capability of an 
emergency room. It carries a COR 
pack (means of communicating with 
doctors), a data seope to read out 
heart impulses, a drug box for 
cardiac drugs, infection preventing 
drugs, etc. 

The six paramedics are: Battallion 
Chief J.R. ‘laylor, Jerry Schacklett, 
engineer; Chuck Quiram, engineer; 
Bob Landa, engineer; Dennis 
Rickard, fireman; and Jim Bellis, 
engineer--all of whom were 
introduced during the ceremony by 
Chief Carl Downs, the head of 
Orange County Fire Department. 

When the installation affair 
ended, the public inspected the van 
and paramedics were on hand to 
answer all of the questions. 

‘People should not guess what 
constitutes an emergency," said 
Yorba Linda fire station captain, 
Mike Van Bibber. ‘‘We'd rather go 
to a minor situation and calm down 
the fear than to make a call too 
late...If you can’t control a situation 
of if you have any doubt, we’ll come 
out, even if its only a broken finger.”’ 

Van Bibber pointed out several 
misconceptions people have about 


paramedics. Among them are, ‘‘the 
idea we charge for a service and that 
paramedics are doctors who can 
diagnose an ache here and there. 
Neither idea is true.’ 


The six new members will bring 
the Yorba Linda crew up to 12--six to 
a shift, three of whom are 
paramedics. 


The Orange County Fire Depart- 
ment doubles as a referral service, 
according to Ms. Galanis. ‘‘There 
are many services Orange County 
offers that people are not aware of. If 
they call here we can direct them.’’

But the building won’t be 
available for at least a year, and then 
there might be a problem with where 
to put it. Mrs. Matych would like to 
see it left where it is; but it might 
have to be moved elsewhere--a 
hassle with such an old structure. 

But come what may, Mrs. Matych 
expects Yorba Linda to have a 
permanent museum somewhere by 
the end of next year. So start digging 
through your attic--old junk may 
turn out to be historical artifacts.
